Okla. Size: 40 acres (square, 1320 x 1320 feet, 
paced). Description of Area: A grazed pasture 
consisting mainly of short grass with a few trees 
and several dense thickets. There are telephone poles 
and barbed wire fence on the area. The pasture 
was grazed fairly heavily after about April 7. Vege- 
tation is 60% Buffalo Grass (Buchloe dactyloides), 
25% Big Bluestem (Andropogon gerardi), 5% 
American Star-thistle (Centaurea americana), 5% 
Com. Sunflower (Helianthus annuus) and 5% Bull 
Thistle (Cirsium vulgare). The few trees on the 
census area are Western Hackberry (Celtis reticu- 
lata). The thickets, found mostly along the margin 
of a dry, wooded canyon running the length of 
the pasture and bordering it along the pasture’s 
northern side, are composed of Chickasaw Plum 
(Prunus angustifolia). The pasture contains a gravel 
pit that holds water only during a rainy season. The 
area is typical of similar habitat throughout western 
Oklahoma. Scientific names of plants are from Man- 
ual of the Grasses of the United States, Forest 
Trees of Oklahoma, and Hylander, The Macmillan 
Wild Flower Book, 1954, Edge: Tract is bounded 
by dry, wooded canyon, wheat field, similar pasture 
and a dirt road. Topography: Sloping toward the 
canyon; elevation 1660 feet. Coverage: March 9, 
16, 24; April 4, 7, 12, 15, 25, 30; May 11, 17, 25; 


June 2. Hours varied from 5:15 to 9:30 A.M. and 
totaled 23 man-hours.

Dickcissels were not observed in 
the census area as would have been expected but 
were seen across the dirt road and were heard 
singing in the vicinity of the wheat field bordering 
the census area—BILLY TEELS, Box 195, Arapaho, 
Okla.
